Ho 
never let g.> until tho flame began 
to nip Ills lingers, and then in his 
excitement he threw Ihe I'arlri.lge 
to the ground ;ind began lo slam)) 
and grind on il with his heels as if 
lie were killing a snake ; and, l\v 
thunder ! he stamped out the burn- 
ing cartridge and lived to toll about 
it !

"A cartridge of dynamite is 
pretty much like a woman — you 
can never tell wliat it is going to do 
next, because it doesn't know 
itself," said a boss blaster. " 1 
have seen a powder salesman throw 
a cartridge of dymvmilo into Iho 
redliot lire box of a 20 luu'se boiler, 
and the stutT jii.st buriUHl like lard. 
Next day I saw a «'art boy rt>peat 
the experinuMU with a blacksmith's 
forge and a pill of dynamite iu» 
larger than a pea — and there will 
bo a wholesome fear and soft 
coal in thai boy as long as he 
lives. 

" I have seen a case of 10(> sticks 
of dynamito fall J<00 f(>ot down a 
shaft and never wink, and I've 
seen an Indian drop a half ojir- 
t ridge from his hand to his boot 
and not a grease spot did ihe poor 
f«>llow leave behind At that the 
poor fellow deserved a better fate, 
for he madtt a desperate liglii fm it 
before h»> seatlorod. 

" lie was loading a block Imic iii 
the time and had just broken a car- 
tridge in half when he dropped one 
of the pieces. Hefore it could 
touch tho ground he sort of half 
caught it, and then began a des- 
perate luiel juggling act. Again 
and again he half caught Iho dead- 
ly thing. Then he missed il. ' lie 
made one last efforl and stuck out 
his fool to break tlii> fall against 
the haid grinind, but it didn't 
work.

It seems strange that with the 
incw'asfi of (.'ivil Service laws iu the 
Governnjent and in large cities, 
very little advai.l i: e \n t.ikeii of 
them by the <leaf, and il is yet to 
b(! learin'd if they ai' <lel.aired 
fiom the examination. The ('ivil 
Service Commission at Wjc-liliig- 
Uni is very friendly to ward.-» iheni, 
anil if the local (Mvil Service (Jom- 
missions Aie hostih*, they should 
write to Washington and find f>ut 
their polif-y in regar<l to the deaf. 
As an instance of their friendli- 
ness, it can be cit<'d that one of 
their rulings is that the deaf should 
be given MM) per cent for the dieta- 
tion part of the exercises. Stability 
of fiosition, exeej*! for cause, vaca- 
tion during summer with pay, high 
wages, contact with intelligeiil ami 
eoiirteoiis |>eople, steam-heated and 
(dcctri<'-liglilei| r. I'nns, are the 
general points of advantages 
offered for entering the (iovern- 
ment or Municipal Service through 
a Ciy,} <,.,..;,... Kvamination.

Tlieie arrived in Chicago, one 
day, a wihi-eycd printer from St. 
I/Oiiis, with the declarrtion that 
"printing for Ihe deaf is played 
out." A report*)rial investigation 
in the city, proved f'lal there was 
no ground for this assertion and 
tti - like " Ihe baseless fabric 

ol II." True, the inlroduc 

tion <»t the linot,\'pe process had 
caus<;d three deaf-mute printers to 
lose their pftsition, but two of them 
fell back on job printing while a 
third married an heiress. It the 
Post ttfTice liiilh'lbi, issued weekly 
in the Chicago Post OfTice is a 
criterion, there are Iwing addeil 
monthly new publications, to offuet 
the linoty()e prcMfes", and Ihe con- 
clusion is that prinl.t is will always 
be in demand in accordance with 
the well known law of siipjdy and 
demand. So that the printers' aj)- 
prentiee will do well to kee|) 
his eyes wide ofjeii while he is at it. 
He should master it ill all it.R de- 
details, sluHild b*» something more 
than a mere co|>yist, while he should 
take cognizance that there are many 
rounds of the print<'rs' trade from 
" the devil "to the editor. There are 
departments of printing requir- 
ing the hii;hest kinri of skill, notably 
that of the IFuiversity of Chicago. 
The range w a wide one, and it 
speaks well of the training in the 
.loiK.VAl- office, that one of it.s ap- 
prentir-^-s has a steady and limra- 
five |s>sitioo there. The tJallaiidet 
graduate, with the ever pi-esent 
problem f>f the future in his mind 
might take this info consideration, 
esj>ecially when the great (J*»vern- 
ment Printing Office confronts him 
in his walks from the college to the 
city. It may fa* termerl the Print 
er's Paradiw, 

If the employes of the (..,,,,,.. 
meni Printing Oflice secure what 
they are working for — the allowance 
of thirty days' "siekle::ve" with 
f»ay on a d<a;for'« e rtiflcate of ill- 
ness — they will be cnvie<l by every 
f»rinl,<'r in the country. 

Ii<'cently they were given the 
iMiueflt of the laws of the last (!on- 
gress, inereaaing thei'- pay from 40 
to AO cents an hour. This, with 
the thirty days' leave allowed t',\f.ry 
year, makes the eni|doye of ' I'ncle 
Sam's Print Shop " a ha|»py man 
indeed, (-'ivil K<irviee prof.eets him 
at his daily toil and Ihe hum of the 
fyf»e-setting machine is never heard 
in his little kingdom to " molest or 
make him afraid." 

Then his class will be retjuired to 
work about ^4.'J dajs in the yeai fo 
earn a year's pay, ostensibly seven 
hours a day, but really not much 
more than six hours. They will 
yet much more pay for their six 
s than skilled /triiders any- 
le else in the c<»untrv. 
While other jirinters iire working 
from !i,4'J4 to 3,0H0 hours in a year 
of ;tOH days, for from tlS to %if) a 
week, and getting no pay for being 
ill. the (iovernment printer will be 
[H^r week for 
a year. 



JOURNALISM. 

Messrs. Hill, of the Athol (Mass.) 
Transcrijit, and Booth, of the Ann- 
iiiosa (Iowa) HJurelai, have given 
objecl lessons of success in running 
fn!wspa|)ers. Starling with I (iaiing 
partners, by dint of saving, they 
liave bought them out, and hav<' 
been running their newspapers 
without aid. To sound business 
sense, they <-onibine literary ability 
of a high order, and Iheir editorials 
bear the- impress of vigorous minds.

Otology — the study of the ana- 
tomy of the ear — is one of the

risen to the dignity of iid,(;rnatiorial 
congresses. Tho sixth of these 
m(;etings, which an; triennial, is 
now being held iu the Kxaiiiinalion 
Hall of Hie lioyal College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, on tin; Vic- 
toria Kmbaukm(;nt. It was opened 
yestei-day morning by Professor 
Urban Pritchard, who presided, 
and was largely attended by dele- 
gates from Knglaiid, l^'rance, Ger- 
many, Au.stria and Italy. 

(>T<)|,0(1V IN ANCIKNT KOYPT. 

Prol'«;ssor Pritchard in bidding 
Hm; delegates welcome, said that 
although Toynb(;e, was generally 
a(;kiiowledge(l to be the father of 
niodein otology, for the dat(; of its 
birth they must go back Hiune 
;(, 100 years to the then flourishing 
<;oun1iy of lOgyiit. F<»r Professor 
lioosii, referred to a eei-taiii :iu- 
i;i(nit papyrus ((;alle(l after its dis- 
(;ovei-(;r, the Papyrus Kbers) on 
which was wrilt(;n a nionogr-aph on 
" Medicines for- ears hard of hear- 
ing" and "for ears from whi<;li 
Hi<;re is a putrid discharge." And 
there, in their museum, might bi> 
seen a eonfirmatioii of the fact 
tlial ear troubles not only existed 
in those days, but that Hi(;y could 
Im; (-11 red ; for they had Ihe good 
I'ortiiiK; t.o possess a curious old 
Kgyptinn ndic, consisting, of a 
w()od(;n tablet on wlii<;li were por- 
trayed in lias relief two efligies of 
the Sa<'r<;d Bull and two auricles. 
This was undoubtedly a votiv<; of- 
fering to the god llathor fnun some 
" gralifiil patient." In spiti; of its 
«'arly birth, however, otology, ex- 
<;ept- perhaps with regard to ils 
analx)my and physiology, di<l not 
niiike its(;lf of great iinpoitance un- 
til Hk; hei-ond half of the present 
century. 

A TKIIUITR TO LOKIJ LIHTKR. 

As a natural nsult of the in- 
<-reased inti'i-esl in the work, he 
wishi;<l to call attention to the iin- 
iipie museum <;onnecf,e<l with the 
Congiess, wherein waste be found 
I Ik; largest and most valuable <;ol- 
l(-ctioii of otologieal spe(-iniens, a 
(-oilection vvhi(-li (;onld only have 
becni brought together by the union 
of intei'iiational l'or(;es.

The advance of surgei-y had carried 
them still further, for by tin; join- 
ing «d' harnls of general sni'geryand 
otology, intercranial suppuration 
had be«>ri r-obbed id" many of its 
victims. Bui how and vvli.y was 
this?. Mow was it fhat formerly 
surgeons were unable lo (-oim* with 
those inlei'<-ranial eondilions? How 
was it Hud now they wen; able to 
opei-ali; (Ml Hie lympauum, attic 
and mastoid, praeti(;ally with im- 
punity 'i* It was due to tho adop- 
ti(ni of anlis(;i»li<; surgery. Migld 
he b(;g their indulg<;m;e for proud- 
ly <-laiiiiing lo be piijiil, colleague, 
and brother professor of him whom 
hi; regal ded as the greatest man 
living to-day — Lm-d Lister. There, 
on the common gnnind of their 
chosen land, Hm land of Science, 
th<;y might all proudly (!lnim Lord 
Lister as <;oiiipal not, all i-ejoice to 
serve under sin-li a leader in the 
battle agaiiisl disease and d(;ath. 
The W(n'ld did not as yet und(;r- 
stand the full beni;lits which ho 
had conferr-ed upon nmnkind, but 
they naturally, being his com- 
patriots, had a belter opportunity 
for doing so ; and he (-oiild onlj' 
add his eiirnest. conviction that it 
was \>y failhtnlly lotlowing Hie 
(-i)iii:s(;ls of their siipiMior ofllcpr 
Hint their advancing eoliiiun could 
best secure their future vi<-l(ni<-s.

A DAY IN CAMP 



NOT i)I<' MUCH PRAl^TIOAL USE, BUT 
HATHIClt lUHIons VKNTURES AS 
HCIHNTir KXPKKIMKNTS. 



The gi-eatly increased use of kites 
for scientitic ])nri)oses of late years 
has sjirnng from two distinct causes. 
One is a desire to ascertain the 
temperature, hunudity and other 
characterislies of the utnnisphere at 
an elevation above the earth for 
comparison with surface conditions, 
in order to i)romote, if possible, 
more accuracy in we.ither predic- 
tions. The other object in vi(>w 
has reference to aerial navigation, 
and deals with the shapes and sur- 
faces that give the largest stability 
and lifting power. 

Prof. A. (Iraham Bell, inventoi- 
of the telephone, has long felt a 
lively interest, in the second sub- 
ject, and has followed the experi- 
ments of his friend. Prof. S. P. 
Langley, with much eagerness. 

The latest nundier of the Mouth- 
/;/ Wi'oUnr licrieir mentions some 
wink which Prof. Bell has been 
doing at his country home in Nova 
Scotia. 

Most of the new kites which this 
ingi'nious amateur tried resembled 
the "cellular" or "box" (invent- 
ed by Hargiave) in that they weie 
comjto.sed of two mendiers, one 
ahead of the other. The cellular 
kite consists of two cells seperated 
by an open space, which is carefully 
])roportloned. They are connei'ted 
iiy two sticks, one above and one 
below, both t>\t(>nding along the 
central, vertical plane of the whole 
device. Prof. Bell has employed 
oi>ly oiu< backbone instead of two, 
ami from this he caused two sets of 
wings |o radiate, one set forward of 
tlie other. 

When he tried only two wings in 
each set they did imt reach out in 
the sanu> plane, but either slanted 
upward, at the sann> angle with a 
hori/.oidal, or else slanted down- 
ward sharply. He also had two 
ditTereid ways of nniking a three- 
winged kite. In one type he had 
absolutely Hat wings, and in the 
other they were wedge shaped, the 
blutd end of this wedge abutting 
against the central rod or back- 
bon<*. 

Ib> made four-winged and five- 
winged atTaiis, and in sonii* of his 
experinuMits varied one of lhe.se 
forms by attaching a conical tail, 
or (dse a small revidving fan foi a 
tail. Instead of radiating wings, 
hi» would occasionally try a pair of 
cinu's, oin> ahead of the other. 
Som(>tinies the cones would be 
slen(h>r, like closeil parasols, and 
sometimes hi' would use blunt ones 
that looked like snniller parasols 
opened. The axis or central rod 
was long enough to allow of setting 
tlu» two sets of ;itl:iclunents at dif- 
ferent distances apart. When 
wings W(<re being tested the latter 
were secured, not to the axis, but 
to spools that could be slid along 
the rod. The cones weiv also ad- 
justable. One kite had no less 
than four small cones on the same 
shaft. Th(» cord was attached at 
diffeuMit points .'(long the axis, to 
vary the angle of the stick with a 
hori/.outal. 

Prof. Bell found his three-winged 
kites the nuist interesting, although 
he does not rejatrt any serious re 
suits of importance fmm his series 
of trials. The HVoZ/jfr Herinr 
s.iys : " Peihaps the most renniik- 
able kites were nnide by' giving a 
twist to each of the throe or four 
individual arms, and allowing each 
spool to revolve independently of 
the other set. This freedom to re- 
volvi* seenn'd to make no differ- 
eiu'e with the flying, but decidedly 
increased |.he steadiness of the kite. 
The pull on the strings was not 
sensibly diminished when the wings 
revolved, as compared with that 
when they were stationary,"
